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Dear Bidder, 


The Maurice Storck Collection ranks among some of the freshest offerings Heritage has ever brought to auction. His 
World Coins and Currency were auctioned in August and realized huge premiums for their certified grades. His U.S. 
coin collection spans the spectrum — with many of the coins being off the market for decades — including a large group 
of coins that were last offered publicly as part of the famous King Farouk auction in 1954! 


Maurice A. Storck Sr. was born on May 20, 1922. He grew up in Portland, Maine, where his formative years 
were strongly influenced by the Great Depression. Maurice worked several jobs to help support the family — all of 
which helped him cultivate a lifelong work ethic and a seemingly endless enthusiasm for the task at hand. He sold 
newspapers as a boy — a time when he perceptively discovered stamps and coins in the local shop. His future career 
as a coin dealer and numismatist had Its roots in grammar school and later school years, when he was known to deal 
coins and stamps to friends and associates. He attended local schools until he was 14 years old, then enlisted full time 
in the Maine National Guard. 


After turning 17 years old, Maurice transferred into the U.S. Army and in 1940 was assigned 
to the Hawaiian division. It was a fateful assignment, because the Japanese attack on Pearl 
Harbor of December 7, 1941 was a pivotal moment in his life. Taking cover from strafing 
Japanese zeroes, Storck witnessed devastation of the American fleet. Soon after the attack, 
the 25th infantry division was formed, and Maurice Storck shipped out to see combat action 
at Guadalcanal, the Solomon Islands, and throughout the South Pacific. He was seriously 
wounded during the U.S. invasion of the Philippine Islands and was medically discharged due to 
his war injuries. 





Throughout his years in the military, Maurice honed his talent for buying, trading, acquiring, and 
selling. He was Known as someone who could find anything and get things done. He was also a dedicated soldier, 
who did not shy from battle or avoid conflict. He met his future wife, Nancy, in New Zealand during the war. 


Along the way, he became a seasoned world traveler thanks to his military years. After the war, Maurice put the 
same enthusiasm and willingness to travel into his stamp and coin business, which he started soon after his medical 
discharge from the army. The Storck name became well-known throughout Maine and New England. His expertise 
centered around early gold, silver, and type coins, but he had interest in all things numismatic. He joined the American 
Numismatic Association in 1948 and took particular pride in being the first person to pay $100 for an ANA life 
membership. 


By 1951, Storck was traveling internationally to purchase 
coins. His trio to Cairo, Egypt in 1954 was a highlight 
of his numismatic career, when he was one of the few 
American coin dealers and collectors to attend the 
coin and medal segment of The Palace Collections of 
Egypt auction, commonly known as The King Farouk 
Sale. Between February 24 to March 6, 1954, Maurice 
Storck bid against (and with) such luminaries as Abe 
Kosoff, Ambassador and Mrs. Henry Norweb, John J. 
Pittman, James P. Randall, Hans M.F. Schulman, Robert 
Schermerhorn, and a few others. 





The Storck purchases in Egypt included interesting group lots and important gold coins, some of which were sold 
over the years, and others that remained in his private collection. Numerous coins with confirmed King Farouk 
pedigrees appear here, offered as part of The Maurice Storck Collection. 


In 1960, Storck opened a stamp and coin store in Portland that was soon the largest 
in the state. He contributed to the 1960 Red Book and later to the 1964 Blue Book. 
Ken Bressett hired Storck to become a distributor for Whitman Publishing Company’s 
(now Western Publishing Co.) coin supplies. 


In 1970, Maurice sold his coin business and “retired.” He and Nancy traveled all 
throughout the United States in their motorhome for several years. They settled in 
Tucson, Arizona and spent summers in Maine until Nancy passed away in 1990. 
Maurice became a year-round resident of Arizona, donating his time and money at the 
Veteran’s Administration, where he logged over 54,000 volunteer hours. He served as 
president of the Veterans Stamp and Coin Outreach Program, a volunteer organization 
that distributed philatelic and numismatic material to veterans and shut-ins throughout 
the country. 





Maurice A. Storck passed away peacefully on November 29, 2019 at the Arizona State Veterans Home in Tucson. 
He was a life member of the Portland Club as well as the ANA. He was a 32nd degree Mason, a member of the 25th 
Infantry Association, and a life member of the Tucson Coin and Stamp Clubs. He collected Masonic Chapter pennies, 
reportedly amassing a collection of 15,000 of them. He was a decorated veteran who received several medals, 
including a Purple Heart. Maurice Storck was buried at Arlington National Cemetery in Washington, DC with full 
military honors. 


In 2017, Alan V. Weinberg nominated Mr. Storck as the oldest living U.S. coin dealer, 
and Maurice was a featured in the May 21, 2017 electronic issue of The E-Sylum, 
which featured a lengthy article and interview that reveals much about the man and his 
life — a lively discussion that is not to be missed. 


Bidding for Heritage’s presentation of The Maurice Storck Collection occurs over three 
days at our headquarters in Dallas, Texas. A Signature floor session on Wednesday 
afternoon, October 14 begins at 2:00 PM CT, followed by online sessions on Thursday 
and Saturday, October 15 and 17, also starting at 2:00 P.M. CT. In total, more than 
1,700 lots will carry The Maurice Storck Collection pedigree to auction. We welcome 
your participation in all of these exciting sessions, and wish you the best of luck with 
your bids!

Only Dies for the Date, JR-1 


18094 1807 JR-1, R.2, MS66 PCGS. A substantial mintage of 165,000 
Draped Bust dimes was accomplished in 1807, the final date of 
the design. The coins were all delivered in two quarterly batches 
in the first half of the calendar year. It is possible some of the 
coins in the first delivery were struck from 1805-dated dies. A 
single die variety is known for the date. Mint officials were keenly 
aware of the coming design change (John Reich started work on 
his Capped Bust motif on April 1, 1807) and sought to make the 
single available pair of Draped Bust, Heraldic Eagle dies last as long 
as possible. This was the final use of the reverse die, which had 
already been used to strike all the quarter eagles in 1805, 1806, and 
1807. This was the only use of the obverse die, but the demands of 
striking so many coins took its toll and even high-grade examples 
show evidence of clashing, excessive die erosion, and incomplete 
detail, due to lapping today. The 1807 JR-1 is the most available 
Draped Bust dime variety in today’s market, making it a favorite 
choice of type collectors. 

The 1807 Draped Bust dime has been a collector favorite since 
the earliest days of the hobby and examples began appearing at 
auction as early as lot 286 of the A.C. Kline Sale (Moses Thomas & 
Sons, 6/1855). The coin in that lot sold for 20 cents, a strong price 
at the time. Recent sales include the MS66 PCGS specimen in lot 
1449 of our Baltimore Signature (Heritage, 7/2008), which realized 
$69,000. 

The present coin is a spectacular Premium Gem, with sharply 
detailed central design elements, despite the dramatic multiple 
clash marks on the obverse. The peripheral devices show a touch of 
the usual softness, but the stars and dentils on the right obverse are 
actually quite bold. The impeccably preserved, lustrous surfaces are 
blanketed in vivid shades of sea-green, jade, turquoise, and powder- 
blue toning. Eye appeal is terrific. This coin is pictured on PCGS 
CoinFacts. PCGS has graded four examples in MS66, with none 
finer, while NGC has certified two specimens in MS66, also with 
none finer (8/20).

Although the 25 cent denomination was included in the Mint 
Act of 1792, no quarters were actually struck for circulation 
until 1796. Two obverse dies were paired with a single reverse to 
strike a modest mintage of 6,146 examples of the Draped Bust, 
Small Eagle design that year. No more quarters were needed 
until 1804, by which time the reverse had been switched to 
the Heraldic Eagle motif. Thus, the 1796 quarter is a one-year 
design type, in addition to its status as a low-mintage, first-year 
key. 

This coin represents the more available B-2 variety, with Y 
above T in LIBERTY and the 6 in the date placed high. The 
1796 quarter was a collector favorite in the early days of the 
hobby and the coins began appearing at auction as early as lot 
261 of the A.C. Kline Sale (Moses Thomas & Sons, 6/1855). 
John W. Haseltine and John Colvin Randall completed their 
early work on quarter die varieties by the time Haseltine sold 
his collection in November of 1881. Lot 1298 in his catalog 
describes his B-2 quarter, which he called No. 1:

Harry Bass and John Dannreuther have argued that 
the artifact below the primary 9 may simply be a misplaced 9 rather 
than an 8. However, insufficient proof exists to either confirm or 
deny that the underlying digit is an 8 (or a 9), and so the issue 
remains listed and popularly collected as an 1809/8. 

This high-end Choice Uncirculated representative was last 
offered publicly as part of the February 1954 Palace Collections of 
Egypt sale, which served to liquidate the holdings of King Farouk. 
This piece likely appeared as part of lot 232, which included 11 
early half eagles dated 1807 to 1811. According to Abe Kosoff, 
Bob Schermerhorn of Dallas purchased the lot for $600. This coin 
and several others from that grouping may have been obtained by 
Maurice Storck soon after the sale. It survives in spectacular near- 
Gem condition and certainly ranks among the very finest 1809/8 
half eagles extant. Mint luster shines brightly across the clean 
yellow-gold surfaces. Fine cracks connect most of the obverse stars.

As far as we can tell, it is likely this 
coin was last offered as part of the 1954 King Farouk Palace 
Collections of Egypt sale, where it appeared in a lot of 11 early 
half eagles (1807 to 1811) described tersely as “Mostly extremely 
fine.” Abe Kosoff reports that the lot was purchased by dealer Bob 
Schermerhorn of Dallas, who paid $600 for all 11 pieces. This 
coin and several others from that lot may have been obtained by 
Maurice Storck soon after the sale.

Bass-Dannreuther Die State d/a. Abe Kosoff’s recollections of the 
1954 King Farouk sale (“liquidation” may be a better term) paint 
a vivid picture of how the auction unfolded on almost lot by lot 
basis. In his description of Day 2 of the sale, which included lower- 
denomination US gold coins, Kosoff writes: “... Bob Schermerhorn 
of Dallas, Tex., paid $600 for 11 early half eagles. Bob was having 
a ball!” No kidding. Anyone would have been if they were buying 
coins as nice as this in bulk lots for pennies on the dollar. The 
present 1811 Small 5 half eagle in Choice Uncirculated condition 
was presumably included in lot 232 (11 early half eagles dated 
1807-1811). Given the number of coins from that grouping 
that eventually ended up with Maurice Storck, who was also in 
attendance, we suspect Bob may have quickly flipped the entire 
lot to Maurice. Alternatively, Abe Kosoff may have been wrong; it 
may have been Maurice Storck who was having a ball. 

This near-Gem would make an outstanding early gold type 
coin. Frosty mint luster is fully intact, and the smooth surfaces 
display a warm, natural shade of green and medium yellow-gold 
color. The obverse is pinpoint-sharp, while the reverse is a bit 
softer with parallel lines from the draw bench over the lower part 
of the shield, the eagle’s head, and ATE. Tiny ticks and abrasions 
are absolutely minor. Clearly high-end and deserving of the added 
recognition from PCGS and CAC. Population: 24 in 64 (5 in 64+), 
O finer.

The obverse is 
in its first usage, while the reverse was previously employed in the 
production of 1795 BD-1 eagles. According to John Dannreuther, 
“this variety is a little more than twice as scarce as that variety [BD-1], 
the most available 1795 eagle, but this is still considered the other 
available variety of this date in type. In other series, a coin with a 
hundred or so examples known would be considered quite rare.” 

All 1795 eagles are highly sought-after as some of the first 
gold coins struck ever in this country. Dannreuther explains, “the 
workmen began striking eagles sometime in mid- to late September 
of 1795. Warrant 39 was issued on September 22, 1795 for the 
delivery of 1,097 eagles — all believed to be from the first pair of 
dies, variety BD-1 (1-A), which is a 13 Leaves variety.” Another 
small batch of 200 eagles, likely from the same set of dies, was 
delivered two days later. It is probable that 1795 eagle varieties 
BD-2, BD-3, BD-4, and BD-5 were among the 5,583 coins delivered 
on March 6, 1796. 

This spectacular, CAC-endorsed MS61 representative is 
eminently appealing with orange-gold color that deepens within 
the protected areas, where partial luster remains. Strike detail 
is good with characteristic softness on the highest points of the 
design, namely the eagle’s breast. The dentils are incomplete at the 
upper right obverse and the corresponding portion of the reverse 
rim.

Their size and design evoke a foundational period in the history of 
the United States, and they are highly sought-after as such. However, 
ten dollar gold pieces, along with the half eagle counterparts, were 
used extensively in international trade. Once received at their 
destination, gold eagles were usually melted and recoined. 

The 1799 ten dollar is one of the most plentiful early gold eagles 
along with the 1801. The reported mintage for the year, 37,449 
examples, consists of two major varieties: Small Obverse Stars and 
Large Obverse Stars. Putting that into context, only about 565 
Small Obverse Stars and about 420 Large Obverse Stars coins are 
thought to survive. Of those, John Dannreuther suggests as many as 
350 are BD-7 eagles. 

The 1799 BD-7 Small Obverse Stars eagle is identified by 17 
in the date tilted noticeably to the right, the star left of the eagle 
away from the beak, and the star right of the eagle away from the 
ribbon. This example is in an earlier die state with dentil crumbling 
near obverse stars 1 and 2. The reverse is clashed. According to the 
Bass-Dannreuther reference, this obverse was briefly paired with a 
new reverse (BD-8) before being remarried: “It appears all of the 
BD-8 coins were struck between states of this variety.” 

This Select Uncirculated 1799 ten dollar showcases light 
yellow-gold surfaces with traces of field reflectivity. The devices on 
each side are moderately frosted and evenly struck. Minor chatter 
has no effect on the terrific eye appeal.

The 
1799 BD-10 Large Obverse Stars Eagle with the leaf touching 
the lower serif on the I in AMERICA serves as one of the most 
accessible early ten dollar gold pieces and an excellent variety 
to target for type purposes. With 300 to 400 examples known, 
it trails only the 1801 BD-1. What makes this representative 
particularly appealing, apart from its excellent preservation, is its 
pedigree. The coin was once owned by King Farouk of Egypt and 
was subsequently purchased by Maurice Storck, who was one of a 
handful of Americans to fly to Egypt to attend the 1954 sale. 

The central devices are razor-sharp on this nearly Uncirculated 
Draped Bust eagle. A couple of the obverse stars are a bit soft, but 
trivially so. Rich orange-gold surfaces exhibit reddish accents and a 
few pinscratches near Liberty’s forehead. Horizontal marks from the 
draw bench appear at the lower left obverse.

Six varieties exist for 
the 1803 eagle. Four of them feature Small Reverse Stars, while 
two are identified by their Large Reverse Stars. The same obverse 
was used for all six die marriages, so only the reverses are useful in 
distinguishing varieties. BD-3 used the same reverse employed in 
the production of 1801 BD-2 eagles. The eagle’s upper beak is near 
the star point, and the right foot of the E in UNITED is over the 
space between two clouds. 

The 1803 BD-3 eagle is the most available variety for the year. 
Of the 15,017+ pieces struck, John Dannreuther estimates 7,500 to 
10,000 coins were from these dies. About 150 to 200 examples are 
thought to exist, although few of them survive in similarly high- 
erade condition. 

This Select Uncirculated probably last appeared at public auction 
in February 1954, when it was offered as part of the King Farouk of 
Egypt collection. The coin was sold alongside five other early eagles 
(two 1799s, 1800, 1801, and 1804) described as “All extremely fine 
except one 1799 and 1804 which are very fine; a nice lot in a fitted case.’ 
Maurice Storck, who was present at the sale and the last survivor 
among those who traveled to Cairo, may have purchased the lot 
directly or indirectly from one of the other dealers in attendance. 

Both sides are frosty yellow-gold with strong strike definition 
over the centers. Detail is a bit softer around the borders, where 
myriad adjustment marks are present on the obverse. Fine hairlines 
and a few pinscratches are consistent with the grade. Population

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18407 1861-O AU58 PCGS. Variety 1. The relatively short New 
Orleans double eagle set, which includes 11 No Motto issues and 
one Type Three issue (the 1879-O), is challenging to put together 
in virtually any grade and nearly impossible to complete. The 
1854-O and 1856-O are noteworthy stoppers, and so is the 1879-O 
to a lesser extent. Those issues lead a handful scarce dates like the 
1859-O, 1860-O, and 1861-O. Only the first four issues from 1850 
through 1853 plus the 1858-O can be considered collectible. 

The New Orleans branch mint coined 17,741 double eagles 
in 1861, up considerably from the 6,600 pieces the year before. 
However, it did so under three different authorities leading up 
to outbreak of the Civil War: The Union government, the State 
of Louisiana, and the Confederacy. According to Doug Winter, 
approximate mintages under each authority are as follows: 


¢ Union: 5,000, struck from January | to January 26, 1861 





e State of Louisiana: 9,750, struck from January 26 to 
March 31, 1861 


¢ Confederacy: 2,991, struck from April 1 to April 30, 1861 


Of those, only 150 to 175 representatives are believed to survive. 
Research by Winter and collector Dr. Joseph Gaines suggests that 
examples with a strongly defined date and an obverse die crack were 
manufactured under the auspices of the Confederate government. 
The lower half of the date is incomplete on this borderline- 
Uncirculated survivor, and no die crack is present, as usual. 
However, both sides are otherwise remarkably well-detailed with 
minimal friction or abrasions. A hint of semireflectivity is apparent 
in the fields. This coin may very well qualify for the low end of the 
Condition Census. Keep in mind that the certification totals are 
almost certainly inflated. The 1861-O is “very rare” at this level, 
according to Winter.

The 
facility’s Western heritage, its fabled place in the development of 
the frontier, and its short period of operation from 1870 to 1893 
contribute to its enduring popularity. Double eagles bearing the CC 
mintmark represent the pinnacle of Carson City coinage, and those 
in Mint State are particularly sought-after. 

The 1882-CC is a Type Three issue with a low mintage of 
39,140 coins. Surely, there lower-mintage productions from this 
branch mint, most famously the 1870-CC and subsequent issues 
from the early 1870s, but the 1882-CC compares favorably to those 
struck during the mid-1870s and even the 1883-CC and 1884-CC. 
It is certainly scarcer than the collectible 1890-CC. 

Despite a cache of 1882-CC and 1883-CC double eagles that 
have trickled in from overseas in recent years, this issue remains 
elusive in high grades. Most of the coins offered have been XF and 
AU representatives, with a handful of lower-graded Uncs in the 
mix. According to our Permanent Auction Archives, which were 
established in 1993, we have only handled a single MS63 example 
in 27 years. That coin appeared as part of our November 2005 
Dallas Signature sale, lot 2468, where it realized $69,000. 

This example is every bit as impressive as that Select Uncirculated 
offering. Every element of the design is tack-sharp; there are no 
areas of softness to mention. The reverse displays moderate contrast 
between the partially frosted motifs and semireflective fields.

Reference Books and Memorabilia of Maurice A. Storck. 
Maurice A. Storck’s passion for numismatics began when he was 
just a boy of about 10 years, and it stayed with him through his 
service in the armed forces during World War II, culminating 
in his later life when he became an internationally recognized 
coin dealer. Storck was a contributor to A Guide Book of United 
States Coins for 36 years, and he was one of just a few American 
numismatists to be invited to participate in the Egyptian 
government’s sale of the collection of King Farouk, in Cairo 
in 1954. The Farouk sale went on to be one of Storck’s fondest 
memories of his numismatic career. In an interview for Arizona 
Senior World in January 1994, Storck reminisced: 


“T bought more than one-third of Farouk’s regular-issue coins. 
Farouk got out with the jewels and the ancient coins. He 
had his collection crated and ready to move when the army 
moved in. So he jumped on his yacht and beat it, leaving 
the antiques, coins and stamps. ... He had one of the biggest 
collections in the world — he had the Red Book almost 
complete...He had possibly the largest stamp collection in 
the world. It was sold just before the coins.”

A bid is considered not made in “Good Faith” when made by an insolvent or irresponsible person, a person 
under the age of eighteen, or is not supported by satisfactory credit, references, or otherwise. Regardless of the 
disclosure of his identity, any bid by a consignor or his agent on a lot consigned by him is deemed to be made 
in “Good Faith.” Any person apparently appearing on the OFAC list is not eligible to bid. 

Nominal Bids. The Auctioneer in its sole discretion may reject nominal bids, small opening bids, or very 
nominal advances. 

Lots bearing bidding estimates shall open at Auctioneer’s discretion (generally 40%-60% of the low estimate). 
In the event that no bid meets or exceeds that opening amount, the lot shall pass as unsold or the Auctioneer 
may place a protective bid on behalf of the consignor. 

All items are to be purchased per lot as numerically indicated and no lots will be broken.

All 
deliveries are subject to good funds; funds being received in Auctioneer’s account before delivery of the 
merchandise; and all payments are subject to a clearing period.
